THE YAP DISPUTE. 


Japanese Press Comment. ~ 


The Yap problem is attracting 
a great deal of public attontion in 
Japan: The Yomiuri, about the 
most Liberal of the Japanes« 
papers, remarks that though the 
prosent American protest is 
already denounced here as 
extremely unreasonable, that is 
not a correct view of the matter. 
‘ach country has a7 absolute 
right to take exception to an 
arrangement made by other 
Powers to which she herself i+ 
not a signatory, and this applies 
even if the arrangoment is a 
resolution of the Supreme Council 
or the League of Nations. Ifthe 
United States believes that the 
Yap arrangemont is incompatible 
with her own interests, there is 


‘|vothing to prevent her from pro 


testing against it, Japan need 
only carefully consider how and 
where tho arrangement affects 
American rights and interests, 
and ungrudgingly give up what 
ought to be given up, while firmly 
sustaining what ought to be 
sustained. 

“In our. opinion” 
the Vou/suri, “otherwise as a 
result of the victorions: war 
against Germany, we do not 
think that Yap island jis of 
sufficient importanes to wrangle 
for its mandatory administration. 
It is.a tiny island only 80 square

It would be absurd 
to make an island of so little 
economic value as Yap tho 
subject of an America-Japanese 
complication. Indeod, the military 
importance of the place is dwelt 
or by somie people. But this, too, 
is open to much doubt, secing 
that Guam, within less . than 
400 miles from Yap, is fortified 
by America as a naval base and 
that Yap is 2,000 miles from 
Japan and we cannot reach there 
without passing the Philippines 
and Guam, Even supposing for 
argument’s sake that the place 
hasa military value, that military 
valuo ix after all derived from its 
relation to Guam. In other 
words the military value of Yap 
is due to the American armament 
of Guam against Japan: so 
should’ those armaments be 
removed thera would be: hardly 
any use for Japan to have Yao 
under her administration. We 
thorefor suggest that if America 
objects to the mandatory 
administration of Yap Japan, 
should gladly ~ decline. the 
mandate on the condition 
that the American armaments 
of Guam be removed. This will 
be a simple solution of the 
problem involving equal conces- 
siois on both sides. As for the 
sub: arine cables, all the trouble 
ought to be settled by placing all 
submarine cables in the world 
ander a joint international admin- 
istration, In short, -the Yap 
dispute is not & vital problem on 
which Japan and America need 
stako their national fortunes in 
ordeal by battle. Logically and 
reasonably handled, it is of such 
a nature that it should be settled 
in the course ef a friendly chat.” 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS AT STAKE. 


The Hochi, Marquis Okuma’s 
paper, says: “President Harding 
apparently intends to make thin 
Yap problem the keynote to the 
new American diplomacy, it be- 
ing. his. idea to take an equally 
egoistio attitude on other 
diplomatic questions when he 
succeeds in this. In America 
itaelf, thorefore, great attention is 
being paid the development of the 
question and the line that may 
be taken by the Allies on the 
It appears that France 
affirms that the Yap problem, 
being a question between Japan 
and America, should be settled 
by direct negotiation between the 
two Powers. But the question 
having been passed upon by the 
Four Power Conference and the 
Council of the League of Nationa, 
it is doubtful- whether it is 
necersary for’ Japan to start 
negotiations with America.

This, too, inudt be care- 
fully considered, as the attitude 
of Britain, France, ete. is by an 
means favourable to'this country. 
Europe is now most concerned 
about America’s affitude to her, 
This is especially she case with 
France, . which fas recently 
sent Mr, Viviani ty» America 
quest of moral’ and inaterial 
assistance. It is, therefore ur. 
likely that she will uphold the 
resolutions of the Four Power 
Conference and «the League 
Council in defianes of the Amer- 
ican claim. Nor does even 
Britain seem to be prepared to 
risk American displeasure, and 
she may alao end by aoting in 
concert with France. In case 
the three big Powers join in 
reversing a previous arrange 
ment the decision will 
doubtedly go against Japan... But 
Japanese. interests are not the 
only interests affected by the 
way the Yap dispute will be 
sottled, for it- will seriously 
affect the prestige of the League 
of Nations. Shodld the League 
once yield to the Anjierican 
claim in this respect, it will be 
confronted’ with -more domands 
of the kind, to the detrime:.t of the 
authority—and perhaps the very 
existence—ot the Léague,’” 


DISTURBER OF INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE, « 


“The Japanese’ Government,” 
says.the Kokumtu, {organ of the 
bureaucrats and ‘militarists); “has 
come to the decision that the 
American protest agdinst the 
mandatory admivistratjon of Yap 
island shall not. be, recognised. 
Japan herein shows ‘her regpact 
for the decision of the Supreme 
Council on’ May 7th, 1919, and 
of the League Council ‘at the 
end of lest year, Even. though 
Britain and France may not 
consult the: interests of Japan, 
the dignity and authority of the 
Peace Conference must ba main- 
tained.

Its Deficiencies’ Outlined. 


In commenting on the Report of 
the Port of Shanghai, juet issued 
hy the Whangpoo Conservancy 
Port, Shipping and Engineering 
Bays: 4 

“Tt is a regrettable but incon- 

trovertible fact that Shanghai, 
one of the largest and most 
important shipping ports of the 
Far East, is one of. the worst 
equipped as regards’ facilities 
desling with’ cargo, ashore 
and afloat, on the wharves and in 
the city, and until a great, a far- 
reaching and a comprehensive 
system or scheme of improve- 
ment is brought to bear on the 
question of cargo - handling, 
Shanghai will remain what it is 
at present—-one of the most ‘out- 
of-date of the important shipping 
centres of the world. 
“Wa reitorate that the time is 
tigh when tho present cargo- 
handling facilities, the hatbour 
and wharfage space conditions 
will be totally inadequate to meet 
the situation. It has now come 
Generally to be realized that how- 
ever cheaply coolie hand labour 
may be obtained, and however 
satisfactory the present arrange- 
ments in thisdirection may appear 
to be, the substitution to a large 
extont of mechanical means would 
rsult in both adled efficiency 
and reduced working costs, The 
transition will of course, take a 
considerable time, but there seems 
no reason why a commencement 
should not be made at once, for in 
this case the doferring of the 
inevitaole will only react to the 
disadvantage of the port, 

“But there is one matter which 
presents no great difficulties and 
which should be taken.up with-_ 
out delay if the congestion of 
shipping is to be relieved in the 
nearfuture. [tis the question of 
the head and stern. mooring 
berths. As-we stated in these 
columns many months ago, these 
berths are all privately owned, 
and it happens at times that some 
of them are unoccupied for day 
after day, while at the same time 
ships whose owners control no 
private berth experience difficulty 
in securing suitable berths 
for ‘loading: and unload- 
ing. Shipping of tho port 
-would be greatly facilitated and 
benefitted, and a number of 
avoidable delays cbviated, if these. 
berths, or a preportion of them, 
were removed from private control 
and placed under central control, 
which naturally would bo the 
Harbourmaster’s - Department. 
The didiculties in the way of a 
change of this nature would not 
appear to be insuperable (a similar 
change was effected succersfully 
at Hongkong some four years 
ago), and though at the onset the 
private interests at present con- 
cerned ‘might suffer some incon: 
venience, the ultimate results 
would more than justify the 
change of control.” :

that island. ‘Both from an 
economic and strategic point of 
view the Jiji consider the island 
practictically worthless but the 
cable lines starting therefrom are 
fairly important to the Pacific

A Break-Away by Minority. 


Havicg decided that the 
twenty-one conditions for affitia-. 
tion ‘tothe Moscow Communist 
International could not be ac- 
cepted, the Independent Labour 
Party, at the annual Conference at 
Southport, adopted the report of 
the delegation to the Vienna 
Conference, at which it- was 
decided to form an Internati inal 
Socialist Working Union. . 

Thic, it is underatood, means 
affiliation of the party to Vienne, 
but not the revival of the Second 
International. . . . 

The Vienna report, signed by 
Mr. Walthead, the chairman of 
the Party, stated this Interna- 
tional Socialist Working Union 
formied at Vienna does not pro- 
bably reprosant all that the ILL.P. 
had in mind when it’ stated its 
demand for an all-inclusive Inter- 
national. Tt is felt by those 
brought together at Vienna that 
the time for that has not yet 
arrived: 

All the Continental Socialist 
parties ure badly stricken with 
Sharp differances arising out of 
the war. At present the gulf de- 
tween the two extremes is too 
wide to bo bridged, and we havo 
to face the fact that there is not 
at the present-a real Socialist In- 
ternational in existence. Vienna, 
we believe, represents the best 
policy. 

In conjunction with the Vienna 
report, the Conference passed a 
recolution renewing. the declara- 
tion that it is imperative to: unite 
in a comprehensive Internation-

davelop and apply their own 
policy. 

A compromise motion intended 
to meet the views of both wings 
of the party, and to bring about 
a gathering of all Socialist 
parties, including Moscow, with 
a view to the formation of one 
all-inclusive International, was 
on the agenda. It instructed the 
Executive to endeavour to bring 
about the fusion of Socialist 
parties with the Moscow Inter- 
national on terms allowing 
reasonable freedomto al: affiliat- 
ed parties, 

MERE: ASSUMPTION, 

Before this was discussed the 
Chairman, Mr. Wallhead, said a 
question had been raised as to 
whether the chairman. of the 
Communist party was attending 
the Conference as a fraternal 
delegate. :

EARLIER TELEGRAMS. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S « EXPLOSION.” 
3 - . London, May 14. 

“The specch, or as deserihed by some hearers “the explosion,” by 
Mr, Lloyd George on the subject of tho sanctity of treaties, with 
special roference to Poland, was delivered with unuaual feeling, 
emphatic gestures and vigorous phrasing. Ho doclared that if wo 
do not deal with the Polish insurgents with stern justice it will-be 
fatnl to the peace of Europe. “If this is disturbed, I cannot see what 
is going to happen to the world, and I am alarmed, I am frightened. 
J use the phrase deliberately. Unless confidence is restored in the 
world to enable it to begin work again, the conaequences must be of 
the most terrible character. Therefore we must decide fairly and 
sternly, According to. the pact we ourselves signed, the freedom of 
Poland is based on the Treaty of Versailles," . 

“It may be a bad and harsh Treaty, but the last country in the 
world entitled to complain is Poland. She did not win the Treaty, 
ghe did not win the war. Half her sons, under the banner of Russia, 
fought for and the other half against the Allies. The former were 
beaten, broken and driven like cattle, the latter fought to the end. 
Poland fell: Had we depended on the pro-Ally Polish armies Poland 
to-day would have been a German or Austrian province. There 
ia not a letter in the Treaty of Versailles that does not mean ea young 
British life and nearly two French lives, and there were also hundreds 
of thousands of Italians. : ‘ oa 

“Korfanty now talks of dying rather than surrendering. If the 
Poles had thought of that earlier there would have been fewer 
British, French and Italian lives lost; but they only thought of it 
when Germany was disarmed and helpless.” : 

Referring to the riecessity of the Allies honouring the bond 
equally with the Germans, the Premier predicted tthat force must 
count. less and less with the Treaty of Versailles and that the 
honour and credit of Germany and her signature to the bond must 
count more. He pictured these sixty million powerful, courageous, 
resourceful people regaining their vitality and asking what the 
Allies did with the bond, and said solemnly to Britain and her Allies 
it is not merely a matter of honour, it is a. matter of ‘safety that we 
adhere to the Treaty when it is for and when it is againd:. 

“I dislike, I fear, this trifling with the Treaty, this saying ‘After 
all they are only Germans." 

; The Premier was of the opinion that it was not difficult for the 
Allies t» restore order in Silesia, but as Britain was obliged to 
withdraw her troops she could not insist on the Allies jeopardising the 
lives of their soldiers but could insist on the alternative that the 

eococeseoe | Germans be allowed to enforce respect for the Tréalty in what, until 

the decision was announced, wus a German province.

SAFETY OF LIFE AT SEA. 


Increasing the Efficiency of 
Apparatus. 


A review of the regulations that 
have been in operation during the 
past 75 years for securing the 
safety of passengers and crows of 
British vessels was given by Mr. 
IK. W. Blocksidge before the In- 
stitution of Naval Architects, a 
series of proposals” for increasing 
the’ efficiency of life saving ap- 
pliances being put forward at tho 
saine time. 

Mr. Blocksidge pointed ont that 
as a result of the growth of 
statutory regulations the: n saber 
of boats required to be catriva on 
his passenger ships hay become 
so large as serinusly to affect the 
utility and ‘carrying capacity of 
the boat deck. The ‘number of 
davits that can be’ fitted along 
the sides is limited by the length 
of the vessel. Lifeboats are 
attached to. al! ‘the, - davits, 
and pontoons of open. lifeboats 
having collapsible’ bulwarks are 
stowed -under the open boats, 
ready for attachment to the 
davits immediately the latter are 
launched overboard. Some boats 
have therefore to be stowed in 
other available space on the boat 
deck, special transporting devicas 
have to be provided, making the 
proceedure one of the greatest 
difficulty when the vessel has a 
list, and entailing so much time 
that the operation is of little 
value for practical requirements. 
The record of large casualties at 
sea in recent years proves that 
in cach case it was not possible 
to utiliza the existent life-saving 
accommodation, owing to lack of 
appliances that would ensure 
speed and safety in the launch- 
ing operation. While therefora 
admitting that it is natural for 
passengers to desire to secure a 
seat in a boat-in casu of emer- 
Bency, the author suggested that 
more attention might be given to, 
and allowance made fer, buoyant 
apparatus that.can readily ha 
transferred overboard, more par- 
ticularly if an excess of suoh 
apparatus be provided. In Lord 
Mersey’s report on the joss of the 
Empress of Ireland the provision 
of buoyant apparatus in all pas- 
songer vessels was strongly advo- 
cated. 

After pointing out that subsidi- 
ary fittings such as wireless, 
submarine bells, leader cables and

life - saving appliances, the 
author proposed that for foreign- 
going passenger steamships only 
such lifeboats should be carried 
as can be attached to or stowed 
immediately under davits at the 
ship's sides, Further aceommod- 
ation, af necessary, should bo 
installed in the form of buoyant 
apparatus having seating accom. 
modation and capable of being 
speedily launched without the 
assistance of boat lowering 
apparatus. Accommodation should 
be provided for al’ n board, with 
an excess of 25 per cent. A com- 
plote revision should be made of 
the various classes of boats carri- 
ed under davits, and the present 
Class 1 B pen lifeboat with out- 
side buoyancy, and the wooden 
pontoon 
with internal buoyancy air-casey, 
should be abolished. All lifeboats 
should be fitted with efficient 
hand pumps. The provision and 
use of motor lifeboats should bs 
extended in all ships of 10,000 
tons and more, to act as leadora 
or relief boats, and wireless 
telegraphy should be fitted in 
them. ‘Towing facilities should 
be provided in’all lifeboats.. Em. 
ergency lighting appartus should 
be compulsory, to fasilitate the 
launching of lifeboats at night, 
and rope ladders should be secur- 
ed and stowed at the ship's side. 

For foreign-going and home 
trade passengor vessels the stand- 
ard unit of capac.ty for open boats 
of Class 1 should be increased to 
Il cu. ft. instead of 10 as at pre- 
sent, or a definite number of par- 
sons allocated to boats of stand- 
ard dimensions, in conformity 
with the actual seating accom- 
modation without interfering 
with the freedom of the oarsmen. 
Masts‘and sails should ba abolish- 
ed except in the emergency boats, 
alight pole mast beiag provided 
for signalling purposes, 

In all passenger and cargo boats 
locker accommodation should be 
provided in all lifeboats and rafts 
for the stowage of portable equip- 
ment such as lantern, red lights, 
and soforth. The liquid compass 
should be of the binnacle type, 
and stowcd under cover of the 
aftor thwart in the stern sheots.

JAPANESE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS SOCIETY. 


Severe Criticism of Native 
Policy, 

The Japan League of Nations 
Socioty held its first genoral maet- 
ing at Tokyo, Viscount Shib- 
usawa presiding. About ° one 
hundred of the Society's most 
prominent members attended. 

Doctor Juichi Soyeda, ex-Pre- 
sidont of the Imperial Govern- 
meat Railways and Vice-Pre- 
sident- of the Society, declared 
that the Society, which numbers 
six hundred. members, had been 
instrumental in “minimising” the 
Shantung and Korean indepond- 
ence, questions of the League of 
Nations Assembly at Géneva,. 

Several members having de- 
manded that the Society should 
define its attitude on the Yap, 
Shantung, labour legislation, 
opium and disarmament ques- 
tions, the matter was referred to 
the Directors for study and report, 

Mr. Rokuro Kamei, of the 
editorial staff of the Jiji's Shimpo, 
who is well-known in China (he 
was for many yoars the Jiji's 
correspondent at Peking), strongly 
denounced the retention of Japan- 
ese troops in Shantung, Japan, 


he declared, showed no sign 
of redeoming her pledge to return 
Shantung to China. “ What” 
he asked, “havo we gained by 
making’ ourselves: an’ abject of 
hatred?” Japan's friendless posi- 
tion to-day, asserted Mr, Kamei, 
was just retribution for her bo- 
haviour during the war. The 
Society, he urged, should seize 
the opportunity of redeeming 
Japan’s prestige among her fellow + 
nations, by showing that loyalty, 
sincerity and honour still existed 
in Japan. a 

Replying to questions, ‘Dr. 
Soyeda explained that’ although 
tho Society had been formed to 
support the League of the Troaty 
of Versailles, it was not prevented 
from co-operating with other 
similar organisations. 

The Minister for Foreign - 
Affairs, Count Uchida, declared 
that the League of Nations had 
come to stay, and he was con- 
vinced that it would become the. 
moving spirit in the, world's 
affairs, But time must elapse 
before ideal of the League could 


be achieved. Meanwhile, Japan: «- 


must co-operate to the utmost 
with other nationa. . Japan's sole 
aim, added the Foreign Minister, 
was tho maintenance of peace,

sometimes conilicting reports. of 
what occurred al the Tientsin Conference have found their 
way into print. Fron the sum of them it 1s possible to 
obtain a glimpse of what transpired, if it is not. easy to 
form a coherent picture. Since whe trouble in Mongolia, 
there have been rumours that Chang ‘Tso-din, Manchurias 
war lord, and ‘Tsao Kun, the Inspector-General of Chihh, 
were coming to Peking or ‘Tientsin for a conference 
with Chin. Yun-peng, the Premier. The rumour was 
repeated and contradicted so often as to hecome farcical 
but just.’ when it looked as if the much-heralded 
Conference would die of. ridicule, the “uncrowned 
Tuchun of Chibli 
actually appeared upon the svene, to be joined a few days 
later by General Wang Chav-ynan. head of the league of 
the Central Provinces. The last-named. since the decease 
of General Li Shun in the autunm, has been the only one 
capable of disputing prestige with the war lords of 
Manchuria and Chibli, and doubtless one of the chief 
reasons that prompted Chang and Tsav to come along to 
‘Tientsin was the prospect of deliminating the area of 
General Wang's influence so that tt should not encroach, 
upon their own, To avoid such a danger Chang and Tsao, 
at least for a time. sank their own differences. which have 
been somewhat acute. By appearances the Big Three have 
been able to settle matters to their own silisfaction: leaving 
observers to surmise how far the understanding is likely to 
inure to the benefit or otherwise of the country. 
"There is this much to be said for the pact between the 
militaristic trio that, since they represent. both metaphoric- 
ally and actually, the heavy guns among the warring factions. 
the risks of internecine conflict are proportionately diminis- 
edwhile the understanding between them continues. It is 
intimated that they have so far settled terms as to have 
agreed upon partial disbandment of troops in order that 
Premier Chin may be enabled. to carry out a scheme of re- 
trenchment. ( 
portant step on the road to the reform su_ urgently needed. 
Having regard to the course of events concerning the 
soldiery and to the characters of the parties chiefly con- 
cerned——for apparently the Premier has, willy nilly, playe 
a secondary part in the proceedings—no great amount of 
confidence can be at present reposed in the promise. There 
is too much ground to apprehend a repetition of previous 
fiascos, for we read of disbandment, but not of disarmament, 
so that the war lords have only to re-engage the soldiery. 
But we shall see. : . 
The results of the Conference are understood to com- 
prise support of the present Cabinet, the aforesaid re- 
trenchment scheme, by which it is proposed to reduce the 
combined administrative and military expenditure to 
$5,000,000 per month, the coming out of the original 
programme for a patliamentary election, and negotiations 
for the resumption of allegiance by Hunan, Szechuen, 
Yunnan and Kweichow,- who, tired of continual civil 
strife, have sent delegates to General Wang with that view. 
To' some hopeful observers this has reopened ‘a vista of 
unification, especially as General. Wang, whose area of 
qnfluence is to be the Lower Yangtze ‘and as much 
‘of the South as he van obtain control of, has under- 
taken to serve notice to quit upon’ Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
directs his attention to the recovery 
A separate conference of provincial 
delegates, so far incomplete, has beep assembling at Peking 
to discuss a sort of federal scheme. It is within the bounds 
of possibility that China is moving slowly and painfully 
towards & better state, but the only pomt to emerge 
is that the Tuchuns, or super-Tuchuns, are

It will ‘only take o few more 
people like Mre. Neville Rolf to 
make the. name of this Colony 
well nigh abhorent to the averago 
Britisher at Home who relies for 
his facts on what other people 
tell him. .

After all is said and done we are 
a part of the British Empiro and 
Britiahers cannot afford to let 
such an impression go unchall- 
enged. We.of Hongkong have 
much to be proud of and very 
tittle indeed to be ashamed of and 
it would be a thousand pities if, 
by reagon of an indulgent silence, 
wo tacitly inferred confirmation 
of all the evil reports being cir- 
culated by either ignorant or 
vindictive people.

Imprisonment for Chinese

Two Chinese firemen of H.M.8. 
Moorhen wore on Saturday

Ho war also satisfied that all of the 
19 Chinese members of the crew 
had a knowledge of the matter, but 
the first man was the prime mover 
in the affair, and-he proposed to 
proceed against him alone.

When charged, the other man 
admitted having: taken the drug 
aboard, 

The Magistrate raid he would like 
to hear evidence of discovery. 

Ab}< Seaman Victor James Find- 
Jay, who said that on May 7 the 
Moorben was.at anchor in Wuchow 
opposite the Customs House, depos- 
ed that’ he saw the firemen bring 
aboard five baskets and a leather 
bag, which the latter first said con- 
tained tea, and then under pressure 
medicinal herbs. As these replies 
were considered unsatisfactory 
the- defendant’ and Ab Sing, 
who was helping him to 
store the ‘baskets in the cn- 
gineers’ storeroom, Were locked in 
the storeroom with the baskets for 
the night. On the following 
morning the baskets were found to 
contain a thin layer of herbs cover- 
ing packets of somo suspicious 
substance. The baskets were 
locked in the magazine uatil the 
vessel's arrival in Hongkong, when 
they were handed over to the 
police, who arrested the defondant 
and Ah Sing. 

Ly the Magistrate: The witness 
did not, know at the time that the 
baskets contained opium. He had 
never seen opium before. 

After further evidence sentence 
of twelve months’ imprisonment 
with hard labour was pasaed.

It is sometimes assumed, with-’ 
out sufficient warrant, that the 
Speaker of the House of Commons 
receives a title—genorally a _vis- 
éounty—and a pension as a legal 
tight when he retires from the 
House ofCommons. But although 
it seams to be -protty generally 
taken for granted that Mr. 
Lowther will, go to the House of 
Lords with a life pension of 
£4,000. a year, he could enforce 
no claim either to one or 
the other and the granting 
of a peerage is a com- 
paratively recent development, 
regarded as o matter of course, 
in the Jong history of the Speakor- 
ship. In the past a peerage was 
tather the exception than the 
tule, and many very eminent 
Speakers never attained that 
dignity, while in some other cases 
a man who had beon Speaker 
obtained his peerage for other 
services. An excellent case 
in point is that of Robert 
Harley, whose earldom was not 
the fruit of his three Speakerships. 
Robert Onslow received. his title 
six years after he ceased to be 
Spoaker, and Arthur Onslow, after 
33 yeara in the ‘chair; received a 
pension but no title. Nineteenth 
century Speakers wore more 
generously rewarded, and it is 
worth noting that in nearly every 
case the title conferred has main- 
tained its place in the peerage. 
Addington’s title of Lord 
Sidmouth has survived, the 
Manners Sutton title of Canter- 
bury and: the Abbot title of 
Colchester have been handed 
down, while of the last five 
Speakers only tho title of Ossing- 
ton has disappeared. It will be 
noted as rather a curious fact that 
in recent times Mr. Speaker Poel 
was the only .one who cared 
to preserve an honoured House 
of Commons name in_ his 


peorage.

Lord Derby's views on the 
subject aro not immediately 
to the point; the really in- 
teresting question is that 
of the. implied suggestion that 
a peer is still eligible for the 
Premiership, states a writer in 
a home -journal. Constitution- 
ally he has never ceased to be 
eligible, but it has been agreed 
tacitly for some years now that 
no Premier of the future can 
be confined to the House of 
Lords, and there have even 
been some who have based 
on this an argument in 
favour of allowing Prime 
Ministers to address both 
Houses at will, No doubt 
some of the prejudice against peer 
Premiers rest on the divastrous 
experiment under Lord Rosebery, 
when the Premier was hardly on 
speaking terms with the leader of 
the House of Commons. But 
more of it rests on the solider 
ground that it is intolerable that 
the Prime Minieter should be 
unable to address the representa- 
tives of the people, and that the 
more important amouncements of 
policy should come to the Com- 
mons only, as it were, at second 
hand. In partthe new suggestion 
may be a counsel of despair, since 
“alternative Premiers” are not 
numerous. It may also be due 
to the feeling that. :the House of 
Lords is about to alter its consti-

Pensions Clerk Robbed 
of £2,000. 

A. daring hold-up by | three 
armed men occurred at Regent's 
Park recently. t 9.30 Mr. 
Grant, wages clerk of the 


‘| Ministry of Pensions, was sont 


with a sum of about £2,000 in a 
On leaving York 
Gate throe men stepped in front 
of the car, and presenting loaded 
revolvers called upon the driver 
to stop. 

This he did, and the men then 
‘ordered Mr. Grant and Mr. Miller, 
his assistant, to clear out if they 
valued thgir lives. They loft tho 
car and the messonger sitting 
beside the driver was also order- 
ed to leave. Under threat of a 
revolver he did so. 

Mounting the car, which still 
contained: the money, the three 
mon ordered tho driver to drive 
according to their direction. 

The driver has since reported 
tha matter to the police. He 
states he was eventually. turned 
off the car, and the men drove 
away by themsolves, Scotland 
Yard has issued a description of 
the three wanted men. 

DRIVER THRFATENED. 

Another account says:—A 
sonsational hold-up of three 
Ministry of Pensions officials by 
three armed men, who stolo their 
motor car and £2000 in Treasury 
notes, took place at Regent's Park. 
Mr. Grant, a clerk in the-Ministry 
of Pensions, accompanied by an 
assistant and a messenger named 
Ernest Swidge, was proceeding 
in a Ford van, when on leaving 
York Gate. Regent’s Park, the 
driver, Herbert Frank Rand, was 
suddenly confronted by three 
men in the roadway, who lovelled 
revolvers . 4 him, and ordered 
him to stop immediately. 

The car, which ‘contained 
£2,000 waye monoy, was stopped, 
and one man jumped up beside 
the driver and the, other 
two into the back of 
the van. They then forced the 
occupants, with the exception of 
the driver, to leave the car at the 
point of the revolver. One of the 
bandits then ordered the driver 
to drive at full speed towards 
Russell Square. At the same 
time he put his revolver into his 
pocket, and ‘keeping the muzzle 
pointed towards Rand, threatened 
him witb instant death if he made 
the slightest sign to anyone, 

Rand drove to Russell Square 
where, on arrival, he was forced 
out of the car, end the bandit sit- 
ting beside him took the wheel.
